To the Board of Managers of the Children’s Sea-Shore House: 


As pointed out in the Report for 1895, there was a large falling off in 
regular income for that year as compared with 1894. ‘This necessitated a 
curtailment of expenses during the past season ; as a consequence the House 
could not be kept open as many weeks, and there was a corresponding reduc- 
tion'in the number of children admitted. The figures, however, as given in 
the report of the Physician-in-Charge, show a slight increase over 1894, 
though the Treasurer’s report shows the income from contributions and board 
of patients to be even smaller than that for 1895. Every opportunity for 
economizing has been taken advantage of, but it was deemed wiser to admit 
fewer children and take the proper care of them, than to endeavor to keep 
the House open as long as in 1895, and cut down the amount spent per diem 
for food and nursing. While it is not satisfactory to have to lessen the 
amount of work on account of a diminished income, a careful examination 
of the list of contributions will show the gratifying fact that though the 
total amount is not so large, we have gained quite twenty per cent. in the 
actual number of individual contributors. 

The Sub-committee having the matter in charge have been able, through 
the kindness of a few friends of the institution, to secure a large plot of 
ground immediately adjoining, but just south of the built-up portion of Atlan- 
tic City. This property has a long ocean front, is bounded on the other 
three sides by streets, and offers many advantages over the present confined 
location of the House, surrounded as it is by large buildings, which to some 
extent keep off the air, increase the risk of fire, and curtail the children’s 
play-grounds. 

Pending the sale of the old property it has been proposed by the Phy- 
sician-in-Charge that this new lot be used as a camp for boys from ten to 
seventeen years of age. To carry out this plan for 30 boys for six weeks 
would call for an outlay of about $600 for the proper tents, flooring, cots, 
etc., and a maintenance fund of quite $1000. The present condition of 
the treasury does not warrant this outlay, and it is therefore suggested that a 
special appeal be made for the necessary amount.

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REPORT OF THE PHYSICIAN-IN-CHARGE. 


To the Board of Managers of the Children’s Sea-Shore House : 


Our institution with the close of last summer completed its twenty- 
fifth season. 

The statistics of the summer’s work have been carefully compiled by 
our faithful Resident Physician, Dr. C. H. Woods, and they will be found 
appended to this report. 

The following items culled from them give a general idea of the extent 
of the season’s work : 

The institution was opened June rst and closed September 14th. 
During this period of 106 days, 1191 children and 264 mothers were ad- 
mitted, a total of 1455 admissions. The children remained on an average 
11.8 days each, and in the aggregate 14,164 days. 

The average length of stay of the mothers was 8.8 days each, and the 
aggregate number of days all of them were cared for was 2336. 

In all, 16,500 days of maintenance, care, and treatment were provided 
for mothers and children. On an average there were 133 children and 22 
mothers in the institution daily throughout the season ; but during July and 
August the average greatly exceeded this, and it was not an uncommon 
event for 200 mothers and children to sit down to the mid-day meal. 

The boys and girls were about in the proportion of four of the former 
to seven of the latter. 

Two hundred and eighty-seven of the children were under three years 
of age. Seven hundred and thirty-three were between three and thirteen, 
and one hundred and seventy-one—nearly all girls—were between thirteen 
and twenty years. 

It will be seen by the appended statistics that nearly every disease from 
which little children suffer had its representatives in our wards, and, as we 
have the organization and appliances of a hospital, it is gratifying to observe 
that each year the proportion of those who need hospital care is increasing, 
and the number of those suffering merely from debility, and who often 
could be as advantageously provided for at less expense in some comfortable 
farm-house, is steadily diminishing. I cannot help again expressing the 
hope that the time may not be distant when the whole work of caring for 
the poor children of our city in the summer may, by the co-operation of all 
the organizations engaged in it, be so systematized that all who need the 
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special advantages which our institution provides may find their way to it, 
and the hundreds who still come to us having no need for nursing and 
medical care may be sent where they can have the larger liberty and more 
numerous sources of childish pleasure to be found in the farm-house and 
country fields. “ 

About one-seventh of all the children admitted during the past summer 
were sent to us from the hospitals and other institutions of our city having 
the care of children. These children, lacking neither food nor clothing nor 
skillful care in the city, showed by their great improvement at the seashore 
how much of the wondrous change which is so often wrought in those who 
come to us is due alone to the health-giving atmosphere of the sea. 

More than twelve thousand of these little ones have now come and gone 
in the quarter of a century our institution has been in existence, and as 
most of them have been under my observation, I cannot forbear to testify to 
what I-have seen of the marvelous effect of the sea air in most of the mala- 
dies of children. 

In previous reports I have referred to the fact that its great value has 
been recognized in the older countries of Europe; England especially has 
shown an appreciation of it by establishing several seaside institutions for 
children, and now two more are about to be established. 

The Baroness Hirsch has recently given four hundred thousand dollars 
for the benefit of the ‘‘ phthisical children of England,’’ which is to be ex- 
pended in founding a seaside institution and convalescent home for them, 
and plans have just been completed by the Local Government Board of 
London to establish a seaside institution for the pauper invalid children of 
that great city. 

I have been unable to learn of a single institution for children open the 
year round in all our rich country of seventy millions of people. 

As our Children’s Sea-Shore House was our first summer seaside institu- 
tion for invalid children, may we not hope that it will soon be the first to 
open its doors throughout the year ? 

I desire to again call the attention of the managers to the desirability 
of making some provision for the care of larger boys, and to suggest the 
practicability of establishing on the lot recently secured for the use of the 
institution a temporary camp for them, as outlined in my last report.

ORIGIN AND OBJECT 


OF THE 


ei teNeowor A So LlO ke OU SE, 
ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. 


This institution, the first of its kind in the United States, was opened 
in a small cottage in 1872, and incorporated as the ‘‘ Children’s Sea-Shore 
House at Atlantic City, for Invalid Children,”’ February, 1873. In July of 
the same year the institution was reopened in its present location, then occu- 
pying what is now its main building. Since then its capacity has been, from 
time to time, increased, until now it has accommodations for about one hun- 
dred and twenty-five children and thirty mothers. 

The object of the corporation is to maintain, at the sea-shore, an insti- 
tution in which children of the poorer classes, suffering from non-contagious 
diseases or debility incident to the hot weather and a crowded city, may have 
good nursing and medical care, without regard to creed, color, or nationality. 

Children over three years of age are cared for by competent nurses in 
the large, airy wards of the main building, and, in order that those too young 
to be separated from their mothers may also be admitted, little cottages have 
been erected for the mothers almost upon the beach. | One of them is assigned 
to each mother with a sick infant. She may also have one or more other chil- 
dren with her, and have for herself and them the exclusive use of the cottage, 
taking care of it and her children, but having her meals provided for her in 
the main building. A separate building located immediately on the beach is 
used for very serious cases needing closer attention than can be given in the 
little cottages. In it isalso located the ‘‘ Baby’s Ward, ’’ for sick infants who 
cannot have their mothers’ care. 

Special provision has recently been made for the care of girls too old 
to be subjected to the restraint necessarily imposed upon younger children. 
Two wards have been set apart for their use, and a special matron has charge 
of them and devotes all her time to the girls under her care. 

Since this institution was first opened, other most excellent organizations, 
with kindred objects, have been formed in Philadelphia. Each has its spe- 
cial sphere of usefulness, and that of the Children’s Sea-Shore House seems 
to be to care for the following classes of children :— 
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First.—Those requiring not only the beneficial effects of the sea air, but 
also the skilled nursing and medical care of a well-organized hospital. Such 
are the many cases of hip-joint disease and spine disease now annually 
admitted. 

Second.—Sick infants, who, wherever they go, must be accompanied 
by their mothers. The disease which produces such great mortality among 
them during summer is largely the result of the heat, and the cool temper- 
ature of the sea-shore proves one of its best remedies. 

Third.—Little children, from three to five years old, needing purer air 
and better food, and yet too troublesome to be sent alone into the households 
of strangers. In some cases they are motherless ; in others the mother is the 
bread-winner of a little family, and must remain at home to feed the rest. 
To such children this institution gives not only the best possible change, but 
provides the watchful care of trained and kind-hearted attendants, 

Fourth.—There are many growing boys and girls who have not devel- 
oped any well-defined disease, and who, indeed, often seem to the inexperi- 
enced eye to be perfectly well, but whose known scrofulous tendencies mark 
them as the future victims of some such serious maladies as those above men- 
tioned of the hip and spine. For these the sea air is the best possible tonic ; 
and a stay at this institution often decides in their favor the question whether 
they shall grow up cripples, or overcome the disease lurking in them and 
become strong men and women. 

Fifth.—Young women, from fourteen to twenty, often greatly needing 
the benefits of a stay at the sea-shore, but too young to be allowed the entire 
freedom properly permitted in institutions for older women. 

Circulars giving the mode of making application for admission can be 
obtained from the Physician-in-charge at the institution and from the 
Examining Physicians. 

The House is at the sea end of Ohio Avenue, and is open to visitors 
Tuesday and Friday mornings, from 9.30 to 10.30 o’clock, and every after- 
noon from 3 to 5 o’clock. 

Contributions toward defraying the excess of expense over the small charge 
made for board are earnestly solicited, and may be sent to the Physician-in- 
charge or to any of the Managers in Philadelphia. The excess amounts to 
at least $5000 annually. 

A contribution of $50 at one time entitles the donor to the use of a bed 
during the season. 

A contribution of $1000 will endow a perpetual free bed.

The above gives a general view of all the buildings of the 
Children’s Sea-Shore House. In the foreground is the beach and 
breakwater ; on the left, the Play House for rainy weather, entertain- 
ments, etc.; on the right, the Hospital Cottage; in the rear of these, 
and forming two sides of the quadrangle, running back to the Main 
Building, are rows of Cottages, used for housing those children who 
are brought by their mothers. In a wing back of the Main Building

. OBJECTS: 

It is designed for the care of young invalids of both sexes, without 
regard to creed, color, or nationality. 

Any boy under twelve or girl under twenty, suffering from a non-conta- 
gious disease, or from debility incident to hot weather and a crowded city, 
and likely to be benefited by a short residence at the sea-shore, can be 
admitted to the House. 

ADMISSION. 

Applications for admission will be received in Philadelphia by the Exam- 
ining Physicians 

Patients will be admitted on the certificate of their own physician, but 
this certificate must be made out ona blank furnished by the institution. 
Blanks can be obtained by mail from: the Physician-in-charge. Enclose a 
stamp. 
No PATIENT SHOULD EVER START FOR THE CHILDREN’S HOUSE UNTIL A 
PERMIT HAS BEEN RECEIVED FROM THE PHYSICIAN-IN-CHARGE. 


THE INSTITUTION 
is divided into three departments, viz. :— 

First.—The department for girls between fourteen and twenty. This 
is anew department, for which a special ward has been erected. The num- 
ber admitted to it will be limited to twenty-four at a time. . These will be 
under the care of a special matron, who will devote all her time to making 
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their stay pleasant, beneficial, and safe. very application for admission to 
this branch must be accompanied by a testimonial of good character. 

Second.—A department for children over three years of age and under 
fourteen. In the case of boys the limit is twelve years. These children are 
cared for by nurses in the main building of the institution, and their 
mothers are not admitted as inmates, as in the next department. 

Third.—A department for sick infants under three and a half years of 
age, accompanied by their mothers. This is intended only for zzfants who 
are sick; and asick mother with a well infant, or a mother whose szck child 
is over three and a half years, cannot be admitted. Buta mother with a 
sick infant has the privilege of taking with her one or two other children, 
even though they may not be sick. ‘The work in this department is carried 
on chiefly in the little ‘‘ Cottages’’ connected with the institution, which are 
placed between the main building and the beach. 

Each mother admitted has for herself and children the exclusive use of 
a comfortably furnished room. She takes care of it and her children, but 
has her own and their meals provided for her. 

Large dining and sitting rooms for the mothers and an infant’s bath- 
room are provided in the main building. 

In the admission of mothers preference will be given to those who 
furnish, at the time of their application, a testimonial of good character from 
some physician, clergyman, or other responsible person, but others will not 
be refused admission unless they are known to be unworthy. 

Special provision has been made for the care of very sick infants who 
have been suddenly taken ill and require immediate removal from the hot 
city. Such cases are usually admitted within a few hours after application 
has been made to the Examining Physicians, communication being made by 
telegraph. 

A very few sick infants will be admitted without their mothers. 


THE CHARGES ARE AS FOLLOWS :— 


For a girl over fourteen, in the first department, two dollars and a half 
a week. 

For children in the second department, without their mothers, or an 
infant in the Baby’s Ward without its mother, two dollars a week. 

For a mother and one child, in the third department, three dollars a 
week for the two, and one dollar a week for each additional infant or older 
child. 

These charges include board, medicine, and medical attendance in all 
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cases, nursing in the first and second departments, and washing in the 
second. Mothers do their own washing. A complete laundry, with station- 
ary tubs, is provided for the purpose. 

Charges are payable in advance on arrival at the institution. 

Children unable to pay these rates will often be admitted at a reduced 
rate, or without charge. But such cases must, af the time application ts 
made, satisfy the Managers as to their inability to pay the regular charges. 


TRANSPORTATION. 

Through the generosity of the Camden and Atlantic and of the West 
Jersey Railroad Companies patients can obtain tickets to and from Atlantic 
City at the reduced rate of fifty cents each way for adults, and twenty-five 
cents for children between four and twelve years of age. These rates are 


only granted to those having the regularly signed ‘‘ requisitions’’ of the 


institution, which are sent to each patient with the order for admission. 


THE LENGTH OF TIME PATIENTS MAY REMAIN 
in the institution is determined by the Physician-in-charge, in accordance 
with the necessities of the case. As it often does not exceed ten days or 
two weeks, vacancies constantly occur, and are at once filled from the list of 
applicants in order of their application. 


VISITORS. 


Visitors are admitted daily between 3 and 5 o’clock, Pp.m., and on 
Tuesday and Friday mornings between g.30 and 10.30 o’clock.
